Only last year a mi- 
crophone, which won national rec- 
ognition, was developed by two 
senior en gla w ia . 

Station WML la owned partly by 
Prof. I. O. Watklm, who has spon- 
sored the developments In radio at 
the University, and partly by the 
University Professor Watkin.s has 
furnished a great many parts and 
has expended a great deal of time 
and energy on the station, and it 
u through his ef forte that It has 
gained ite present promlnenee. 
There are only four licensed stu- 
dent operator.'!, but the .station 
holds Intercut for practically every 
student in electrical engineering. 

The station is licensed by the 
Federal mm OmUiUpn m an 
amateur atattai. Mng «anM on 
for personal Interest and without 
pecuniary aim. It is a 1,000 watt 
station, which is the most power 
allowed by the Commission to an 
amateur station. It operates with 
one air-cooled tube and plate input 
from a motor generator set. The 
circuit U radiated from an anten- 
nae called a doublet. Hits type of 
station is different from the police 
•short-wave stations in that the 
messages are sent by the tele- 
graphic lu9 tsMMI «( «w mtmo- 
phone. 

Almost daily, conversations are 
held with stations in distant cor- 
ners of the world, particularly Aus- 
tralia. You might wonder how 

conversations are carried on with 
the Dutch, the French, the Chinese, 
or any other people that speak a 
different language from our own. 
This is done with the use of the 
Interaatloaal « Signato, in which 
certain letters stand for a wb^ 
sentence In any language. All li- 
censed op>erators must be familiar 
with the Q signals. 'Hie Interna- 
tional code is used 
of the Morse code.

Two of the meteorites are of the 
siderite variety made up almost en- 
tirely of tnm. Of theae the Camp- 
bellsTUle metiMrtlOB is the larger, 
weighing about M.voaniiand valu- 
ed at hetwriiitt nflfl flM. 

The Glasgow meteorite is ap- 
pr<Mihnifttely one-half as large and 
has an estimated value of tSOO. 

The only aerolite or stony meteor- 
ite in the collection is a fragment 
of the — iual Onmberland PaU« 
metoerM whieh ten In April, lOU. 
This pMe* welghk about 8 ounces 
and U valued at glOO. Authorities 
say that the Cumberland Palls 
aerolite has "no exact counterpart 
among known meteorites." It re- 
sembles granite and contains min- 
erals common to our earth. 

Aailhar taitenatta« Item tii the 
ooOaetion is a eaat of the famous 
Bath nimace meteorite which fell 
in November, 1902 near Salt Lick, 
in Bath county. This fall was wit- 
nessed by Prof. Arthur M. Miller, 
late professor emeritus of geology 
at the University, by which several 
pieces were cidleete^ Unfortun- 
ately the Vntvenitriit present does 
not have s p ec fa n e n a of tUa UMteor- 
ite, the main maaa and aone of the 
fragments being in the fMd Mu- 
seum at Chicago.
